Of the latter disease very few were fatal, so that the 
number of deaths (15) reported as due to yellow fever is fairly near 
the truth and so raises the yellow-fever mortality rate to about 50 per 
cent, which I believe to. be fairly accurate, and if anything rather 
under than over states it.

lows: Week ended October 10, 1903. Present officially estimated popu- 
lation, 4,000; number of deaths during the week, 3; prevailing disease, 
malarial fever; general sanitary condition of this port and the sur- 
rounding country during the week, good. Two of tne above-reported 
deaths were from gunshot wounds, the third from tuberculosis.
